Tlie FBI informed you by letter dated April 14, 1977, that 
the materials you furnished vere trananitted to the Departnent of 
Justice on Ftebruary 17, 1940 in the case entitled "David DuBois Jfeyne; 

Bbrgery in the District of Oolumbia". We have been unable to locate 
tte materials. A search in the name of David DuBois Mayne reflects 
five Cnraii^l Division documents pertaining to the materials. Ihose 
documents indicate that the materials were returned to the FBI on 
Mar^ 6 and March 7, 1940. Oopies of the five docunents are enclosed.
